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Remarks 


During the week ending the 3rd May, 1947, in British 
India and in the Indian States shown in this statement, the 
total number of deaths recorded in 215 towns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 10,015. The mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 26,124,518 and the 
death rate was 19 ’9 per thousand of the population. Births 
in the same towns numbered 12,041 giving a birth rate of 
24 "0 per thousand of the population. In British India 
alone the corresponding birth and death rates were 23’ 9 
and 20 '0 per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India . — In British India the following towns 
returned a high death rate of 60 or over per thousand of the 
population. 

Rewari (59 ‘1) ; Palamcottah (56' 9) ; Gaya (55 '5) and 
Benares (55 - 0). 

Deaths from fevers were mainly responsible for the high 
death rates in Rewari, Gaya, and Benares. In Palamcottah 
the largest number of deaths were recorded under respiratory 
diseases. 

In 198 towns in British India there were 131 deaths from 
cholera, 207 deaths from smallpox and 10 deaths from plague.
